The recent hearings in the House and Senate on the 
Townsend Old Age Pension Plan, brought out a distinct 
difference between the principles involved in the two out­ 
standing pension programs the Townsend proposal and 
the President's program. It is evident that Dr. Townsend
haw in. mind a recovery program
which he believes will restore 
prosperity throughout the country?" 
Dr. Townsend testified before the 
committee that it was Immaterial 
as to how the $200 per month was 
expended, just so It was kept il: 
circulation. His chief purpose 
being to increase the buying 
power of the public and thereby 
Increase the demand for goods 
and reestablish employment.

actuary, Mr. Glen Hudson, of Oak 
land, made the statement that th 
dollar is turning over at an an 
age .of- about 34 times a . yea 
since the depression. Dr. Town 
send further made the statemen 
that he believed his old age pen 
slon plan would multiply the turn 
over of the .dollar about   1 
times of what it was in 1929, 
028 times. Consequently, a i 
percent transaction tax as advo 
cated /by Dr. Townsend wouli 
have produced $2.64 per dollar i) 
circulation In 1929. The two. per 
cent transaction tax would pro 
duce but 68 cents per dollar pe 
year since the debacle of 1929 
Also Dr. Townsend' was of 
opinion that under the prosperity 
of his plan, each dollar In circu­ 
lation, turning over 528 times 
would produce $10.56 In the co 
of a year.

The aboye illustrates the im­ 
portance of the velocity of a dol­ 
lar or the number of times It 
change hands. If Dr. Townsend 
is correct that the dollar can be 
made to change hands 528 times 
during a year and -each time pay 
a tax of two cents, It would be 
obliged to change hands ten time 
a week and produce an Income o 
20 cents per week with which t> 
pay the cost of his pensloji plan.

It appears difficult to prove the 
estimate pf Dr. Townsend that 
his plan will multiply the busli 
of 1929 by four times. But to 
reach his conclusion, based upi 
the assumption that the doll 
turns over 34 times a year 
these depression times, and that 
under his revolving pension plan 
It would turn over 528 times a 
year, means that the dollar would 
have to change hands 16 times 
faster than It now does. The per 
capita circulation was $39.08 In 
1929 and was $45.51 In 1933 Indi­ 
cating that velocity means much

It Iso brought out In the 
Townsend hearing that the total 
Income of all the people of the 
United States In 1933 (including 
Andrew Melloif, Morgan, every­ 
body) was estimated at 46 billion 
dollars* or $368 per person for the 
mtlre year. A. recent estimate 

places the Income of 1934 at ap­ 
proximately 62 billion or $412 per 
apita. In 1927, the income of all 
he people of* the n/ition wjis esti­ 

mated at 80 billion dollars and at 
$667 for each man, woman and 
child. It must be remembered 
that some Individuals earned mil­ 
lions, a much greater sum than
